Wrong destination delayed shuttle 

CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. — A faulty space shuttle part was sent 
to the wrong place for analysis last fall, delaying tests that resulted in 
Inst-mlnutc concerns about Columbia's launch, n NASA official said 
Wednesday.
